LOCAL COMMENT. 


‘Opinions in ‘Hongkong vary aa 
to the outcome of the telegram. 

A gentleman who controls a fair- 
ly large number of ships Vitally in- 
terested ‘in trade with ' Canton 
pointed out toa “China"Mail” re- 
porter that such a state of affairs 
had. existed practically ‘from the 
beginning of the ‘‘strike.” 

“With the exception of ships 
under ii Chinese flag,” he. said, 

“all veasels calling at Canton have 
been interfered with, eyen Chin- 
ese-owned shipping under foreign 
registry. Latterly Chinese 
steamers have discharged and 
loaded at Canton, but,” so he be- 
lieved, “only under payment of 
‘squeeze’ to strike officials who 
work hand in hand with 
administrative politicians. More 
recently some foreign 
nage had reached Can- 
ton, such as tramp and chartered 
ships with cargoes of rice from 
Bangkok, etc. Even food boats 
had to be ‘squared’ before they 
could be cleared." *' 

Continuing, the speaker said he 
took the message to mean that the 
so-called Canton Government had 
now actually come out in the open 
to sponsor . the activities of the 
Strike Executive which was prob- 
ably the “Antis Imperialist Union” 
referred to in the cable. Certain 
shipping would continue to call at 
4 Canton, without coming to Hong- 
kong but trade would suffer to an 
untold extent if British and 
Japanese hulla were prohibited.

Kun-tsung said,“ Propriety, 
righteousness, self-denying purity 
and thd! sense.of shame are the 
four indispensable principles that 
uphold a kingdom. When these 
four principles are negleeted. 
“hen the kingdom. will not stand.” 

; These sayings have been proved 

ho be true, 

For some thirty years Chinese 
has been in am almost. perishing 
state, At the end of the 19th 
ventury, the ministers, civil and 
military alike, neglected. their 
duties, “The people, superior and 

“inferior alike, “were idle and 
dilator, * The government acted 

against the standard crules of 
governing the kingdom and they 
also” failed to understand the 
situation in those days, China was 
all confusion, due to the ignorance 
of the ministers, 

The trouble in the administra- 
tign gave birth to anti-foreigaism, 

Which in its turn, led to th “is 
of the Boxers that menaced N.: 
China With the allie! for 
entering Peking, China wo. 
scarcely a nation, thanks to the 
seditious people, : 

These disastrous actions of the 
iunorant rhinisters and ‘of the 
seditious people naturally resulted 
from “want of common senan” of 
the people at large: Then it was 
sugested that the only remedy 
for the situation was education.
